occurred this morning, before day­ 
light, a little this side of Rhine­ 
land, a small station between Mo- 
kane and St. Charles, in which 
three men 
were hurt 
and it 
is 
feared one of the engineers,“ Blue” 
Miller, was killed. 
The 
wreck 
occurred in Supt. 
Finney’s territory, and official re­ 
ports were not received here. 
• 
Superintendent D avis’ office had 
only rumors of the wreck, but a 
partial report was received at the 
com pany’s hospital here— nothing 
about the cause of the wreck, and 
little concerning the results. 
From these it is learned that the 
engines ran together at full speed 
and were standing upright, block­ 
ing the track and causing several 
hours’ delay. 
Brakeman M . M. Allen is badly 
hurt, the

says,

Conductor

Neal 
and 
Fireman 
Arnold are slightly injured, not se­ 
rious enough to prevent them get­ 
ting round. 
Engi neer “ Blue” Miller, of one 
of the trains, ms missing. 
A t first 
it was reported that he had been 
killed, but at noon the report came 
that he could not be found in the 
.wreckage, and the belief prevailed 
in railroad circles that he had es­ 
caped 
injury 
and fled from the 
scene. 
Miller had but recently been pro­ 
moted from a fireman, having made 
a few trips as an engineer; 
but 
parties here who knew him said he 
was a careful, conscientious em­ 
ploye, and they were loath to be­ 
lieve that he, being at fault and his 
carelessness 
causing 
the 
wreck, 
would flee and hide himself from 
the responsibility for the accident. 
The wrecking train and a crew 
of men were sent from here as early 
as they could be gotten ready, and 
an effort was made to clear the 
road and resume traffic. 
The wreck occurred after 
the 
southbound passenger train, No. 
3, had passed the spot, and that 
train arrived in Sedalia nearly on 
time

The paper lasted 
only four months, when Wilson 
disappeared

again left the city between two 
days, as it was understood a w ar­ 
rant was out for his arrest.

THE JESTER CASE. 


Murder Charge At Mexico Was 
Nolle Proseqiiied. 


PRISONER RE-ARRESTED. 


Taken to Paris and Will Have a Pre­ 
liminary HearingChi the 1 1 th 
Of October. 


Alexander Jester, charged with 
the murder of Gilbert 
Gates in 
Monroe county on the night 
of 
January 25, 1871, was yesterday 
placed 
on 
trial 
before 
Circuit 
Judge E. M. Hughes at Mexico, 
Mo. 
W hen the case was called, 
directly after the opening of court, 
Prosecuting Attorney T. T. Rodes, 
of Nlonroe county, rose and said : 
“ In that case, your honor, I will 
ask that a nolle prosequi be entered 
and that the prisoner be freed.” 
The motion was granted, and 
Alexander Tester was a free man. 
W ithin the moment Sheriff J. W . 
Clark, of Monroe county, tapped 
him on the shoulder and requested 
that he step to the corridor. 
W ith 
a 
wavering 
step Jester 
walked to the door and out into 
the corridor, where he sat 
on 
a 
window sill and listened silently 
to the reading of a new warrant, 
charging him with the same crime 
for which he hud been under arrest 
before. 
When 
Sheriff 
Clark 
finished, 
Jester said: 
“ Well, I reckon Pm 
your prisoner now ” 
Jester 
was 
then taken to the 
county jail by Sheriff Clark. 
The 
latter appeared anxious about his 
prisoner. 
He feared that he would 
either escape or would be rescued 
by an Oklalioma delegation. 
In 
fact, he said as much. 
A Paris, NIo., dispatch to today's 
Globe-Democrat says: 
“ A lexan­ 
der Jester,in charge of Prosecuting 
Attorney T. T. Rodes and Sheriff 
James W . Clark, reached Paris at 
10: 15 o'clock tonight, after an un­ 
eventful trip from Mexico. 
“ A crowd of about 200 men and 
boys were at the depot when the 
train pulled in, and much sympa­ 
thy was manifested for tiie aged 
prisoner as he walked up the plat­ 
form on the arm of the sheriff. 
“ He walked to the jail, about 
four blocks from the station, and 
was placed in cell No. i. 
It had 
been made ready for him and com­ 
fortably furnished with a new bed 
and bed clothing, and a cheerful 
fire was blazing in the stove. 
The 
jail is the same building from which 
Jester is said to have escaped twen- 
ty-eight years ago. 
“ The prisoner refused to receive 
newspaper men, protesting that the 
hour was too late and he was worn 
out with the trip, llis preliminary 
examinatmn will be held at Paris 
October 1 1 .”

THE FIND R E3I ARK ABLE. 


It was Disc vered On the Wetniore- 
McCanii Preserve Down In 
8 tone Couuty. 


A 
natural 
cave 
of honey has 
been 
discovered 
on 
the 
Taney 
county game preserve owned by 
CoL M. C. Wetmore, of St. Louis, 
and Maj. George H. McCann, of 
Springfield 
The cave is in a most isolated 
part of the big preserv'e, says the 
Springfield Leader-Democrat. The 
bees 
have 
probably 
held undis­ 
puted possession of it for many 
years. 
The 
opening 
presents 
a 
solid front of honey comb. 
H ow 
far back into the mountain side 
the cave extends is an unsettled 
question. 
If it is like the average 
Ozark mountain cavern it is prob­ 
ably a half mile long. 
Tlie bees may have only woven 
a web of honey at the front, or 
they may have 
filled 
the entire 
space. 
There is no telling wliat 
bees will do when they get started. 
They appear to be of the common 
species, but are unusually hostile. 
Til is is probably due to environ­ 
ment, for their cavern is in as wild 
and rugged a spot as can be found 
anywhere. 
This treasure of honey was dis­ 
covered bv W ill Hunt, the resident 
keeper of the game preserve. 
He 
communicated the news of his dis­ 
covery to Maj. McCann, of this 
city. 
The major was a recent vis­ 
itor to the preserve, taking with 
him a party of Springfield friends. 
On that occasion 
Maj. 
McCann 
took a peep at this wonderful bee 
hive, but the ferocity of the bees 
kept him from carrying away any 
of the honey. 
This bee hive is a novelty within 
a novelty, for the Wetrnore-Mc- 
Cann 
game 
preserve 
is a most 
wonderful place— seven thousand 
acres enclosed with barbed wire, 
17 
strands. 
This 
vast 
area 
is 
stocked with game, birds and fish 
of almost every description. There 
is the finest herd of elk in A m er­ 
ica. 
Deer by the hundreds roam 
the 
forests. 
W ild turkey are so 
numerous 
that 
tliey 
cannot 
be 
counted. 
The river is alive with 
fish. 
But no provision was made 
for bees. 
N o w 
tliat 
nature has 
supplied ihat omission, this won­ 
derful place seems to be complete.

New One Adopted by Russia for Use on 
Its Pa per Money. 
The Orloir machine for [irinting in 
colors is, in its operation, a dt parlurc 
from anv machine hithcrlo iDcd for 
a like pnrjiose. It is ilie iiua niion of 
Mr. Iv an Orloff, chief (ngineeram i 
manager of the Rus.-ian gov crnnunl 
jirinting works at St. Lctcr>}nirg. ami 
it ])0sse^^cs many ])oints of intt rcsi. 
In the ordinary Hat (*olor p-rinting 
machine the suceessiv e color-are ap­ 
plied one a time as caeli one lieconu s 
dry, b ut the Drlolf maidiiiu“ jniis dow n 
all tlie colors on the ]):i})er at once, 
so tiiat a great sav ing of time is ef­ 
fected. Tlie jirinciple of tlie machine 
is as follows: d’he b locks w hieh take
